Receiver of Closed Bank Gets 
Report on Accounts from 
Auditing Company. 


MONEY WENT TO STORES 


$139,000 Cash and $3,500,000 Stock 
for Depositors—Receiver Asks Pa- 
tlence—Protest Parade To-day. 


The first step in the enlightenment of 
creditors of the Henry Siegel Companies, 
which were. put into the hands of re- 
ceivers last week, was taken yesterday, 
when Henry Melville, receiver of the 
private banking firm of Henry Siegel & 
Co., received from the American Audit 
‘Company, which has been going over the 
accounts of the bank, approximate fig- 
ures of its Assets and Habilities. The 


figures revealed also’ how the bank’s 


money was ‘distributed among the vari- 
ous. Siegel firms. 

The figures showed that the bank had 
between 14,000 and 15,000 depositors, 
and that the total deposits were some- 
what in excess. of $2,500,000, the figure 
which had first been estimated as the 
bank’s deposit liabilities.. According. to 
the bank’s balance sheets on Dec. 29, it 
had received $2,550,333. 

‘* AS soon as the bankers got depos- 
its,’’ said Mr. Melville yesterday, ‘‘ they 
loaned it out at once to.the various Sie- 
gel enterprises, dividing the money up 
and distributing it where it would. do 
most good. The three stores, Simpson, 
Crawford Company, the Fourteenth 
Street Store, and Henry Siegel Company 
of Boston, received in the aggregate 
about. $2,400,000. Of this; Simpson, 
Crawford alone received almost $1,500,- 
000, the Fourteenth Street Store more 
than $500,000, and the Henry Siegel 
Company of Boston between $300,000 and 
$400,000. “The bank also charged up 
loans aggregating $154,000 to Henry Sie- 
gel personally. The subsidiary Siegel 
concerns of Henry Siegel & Co., Whole- 
sale, and the.Merchants’ Express Com- 
pany, each received loans of about 
$7,000. 

_$139,000 Cash for ‘Depositors. 

*‘Only about $15,000 was left in the 
bank in cash for the depositors. In 
uddition to this, there is the. $100,000 
bond furnished by the ‘bankers to the 
Controller at Albany, and, we are told, 
some $24,000 due the bank from Other 
banks as balances. This, and ‘the 
$3,500,000 stock of the Siegel Stores 


Corporation, held for the protection of 
their depositors by. Henry Siegel and 
Frank E. Vogel, represent the total 
assets on which the depositors can 
count. 

*““No one can tell. what is the value 
of this stock of the Siegel Stores’ Cor- 
poration. I have been told that in the 
past it paid 4% per cent. I should say, 

owever, that. at present it is -abso- 
lutely unsalable, and that it must be 
held and the time p Nabe wéth patience 
when, under the reorganization, its value 
develops. The Chicago store of Siegel- 
Cooper & Co., whose stock is practi- 
cally all owned by the Siegel Stores 
Ccrporation, is said to be a very profit- 
able concern, and that wit. give value 
to the corporation’s stock. Aside from 
that stock, it would seem, the bank’s 
depositors have only about $139,000 in 
assets to count on.

RUSSIAN SYMPHONY PLAYS, 


‘March Miniature,” by Tschalkow- 
sky, Proves a Whimsical Piece. 


The Russian Symphony Society, Mod- 
est Altschuler, conductor, gave its sec- 
ond subscription concert last night in 
Aeolian Hall. There were several works 
by Russian composers presented for the 
first time here, although they weré not 
all new compositions. Ippolitow-Iva- 
now’s Symphony No. 1 in E minor was 
the newest work offered. It was re- 
vealed as a composition of little signif- 
icance, considered as a symphony. 
While. there were some agreeable 





themes, they were generally flatly stat-. 


ed and not skillfully developed. 

The composition lacked vitality; one 
of the principal reasons for this being 
the absence of contrapuntal treatment. 
The composer mostiy contented himself, 
as an approach in this direction, with 
initiative and other forms of decoration. 
Bleanor Spencer’ played Rimsky-Kor- 
sakow’s Piano. Concerto-in: C sharp 
minor, for the first time here, the pro- 
gramme stated, although it is a work 
composed years ago. It is in two move- 
ments, rather closely connected in style 
and material. As Miss Spencer played 
it, with admirable directness and rhyth- 
mic effect, the concerto was interesting 
and pleasing, although it was easy to 
see that its lack of the spectacular 
would not commend it to the average 
virtuoso, which is probably the reason 
for its not having been heard oftener. 

‘ March, Miniature,” by Tschaikow- 
sky, also performed for the first time 
proved a whimsical little piece, scored 
for wood-wind with violins pizzicato, 
except for a short solo, the whole giv- 
ing somethi the effect of a music 
box in a heroic mood. The other mem- 
bers of the programme were Rimsky- 
Korsakow’s introduction to the fairy 
tale, ‘‘ Tsar Saltin,’ Tschaikowsky’s

The remainder 
are out on bail. Pending final adjudi- 
cation, it is understood that no attempt 
will be made by the Government to 
return them to the penitentiary.

charges. 


The Case of Frank M. Ryan. 
Frank M. Ryan, of Chicago, President 
of the .International Association of 
Structural Iron Workers, who is under 
sentence of seven years’ penal servitude, 
was the only one of the convicted men 


in court. In regard to his appeal the 
decision reads: 


This plaintiff was President of the associa- 
tion and its active manager. Letters writtcn 
by him at various stages show his familiarity 
with the long course of destroying opcaz-shop 
structures. Ryan wrote the letter suggestin: 
that reporis of expenditures be discontinue: 
** while our trouble is on,’’ He signed all of 
the checks presented in evidence as used for 
the purchase of explosives. Ryan’s own 
testimony confirms the evidence of his com- 
plicity.

Mr. Morgan said that. he was. but 
moderately familiar with the Federal 
Reserve act, and had made no detailed 
study of the problem before the com- 
mittee, which is the location of eight 
or more Federal reserve banks and the 
delimitation of their districts in a way 
to automatically regulate the amount 
of capital each would have. 

“The essential matter,” said Mr. Mor- 
gan, “is to have one bank, probably 
fm New York, which would have so 
large an amount of assets and capital 


as to command the respect of the Euro- 


pean national banks, so that it could 
‘work with them.” 

In reply to a question from: Secretary 
McAdoo, Mr. Morgan said it was very 
difficult to suggest a proper division 
of the country into eight districts, as 
it would require the discussion of a 
number of elements.

In no 
other city, can they cause so much 
trouble as in.ours. Commissioner 
McKay deserves our gratitude and 
we shall expect more efficient police 
work under his rule. 





AN INDUSTRIAL UTOPIA. 

The plan of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany to distribute $10,000,000 of 
profits among its 26,000 employés 
during the current year and the 
failure of the City of Chicago to re- 
ceive any contractor’s bid for the 
construction of its $131,000,000 sub- 
way were among the news announce- 
ments made in yesterday’s .TiIMEs, 
and, it happened, in adjoining col- 
umnhs, 
vaté ‘industrial 
bondage of public regulation could 
not be more impressively presented. 
The Ford Company, a private. cor- 
poration, is making «o much money. 
that it fairly shovels. its gains out 
in largess to employés, while the 
City of Chicago, by ‘imposing condi- 
tions’ which compel the contractor to 
recover his entire investment out of 
excess profits over and above inter- 
est and other charges in a_twenty- 
year period’ of oper: tion, including 
the four or five years spent in con- 
struction, effectually scares away all 
bidders. 

Of these ‘two policies, the public 
and the private, it may be saidvthat 
one -has failed already, and that the 
other is almost certainly foredoomed 
to failure. The theory of the man- 
agement of the Ford Company is 
distinctly utopian and runs dead 
against all experience. The move- 
ment for the bettering of society 
need not be universal, in their opin- 
ion, “we think that one concern can 
“make a start and \create an 
“example for other employers. « That 
“is our chief object.” They make 
the pace hard for “ other employers,” 
for there are mighty few industries 
in the country that can make up a 
payroll upon the basis of $5 a day 
as a minimum wage, ‘even if that 
minimum -be paid to the man who 
sweeps the floor. The manufactur- 
ing industries of the country cannot 
follow an example which requires an 
eight-hour day and. a standard of 
wages that from the scant outlines 
of the Ford Motor Company’s plan 
seems to be approximately double 
the prevailing rate. 

Under the operation of general 
laws trade seeks its level almost, as 
certainly as water. The exceptions, 
the “peaks” here and there; are 
rare, artificially’ maintained, and 
the invariable tendency is toward 
their disappearance, The natural 
operation of this law was seen yes- 
terday when 10,000 men struggled or 
actually fought around the works of 
the Ford Company at Detroit; clam- 
oring for jobs. The man who offers 
extravagant prieés for goods pets all 
the goods, at least more than he can 
take... Serious disturbances . in: the 
automobile industry labor market 
will, of course, follow. The Ford 
Company cannot hire all the men, 
yet there will be unrest and dissatis- 
faction in the shops of other com- 
panies. Strikes are likely énough, 
and conditions of peace cannot be 
looked for until the equilibrium, is 
somehow restored. ¥,

Profit- 
not ch:nge human 
nature. Nor is there the least prob- 
ability that the company’s plan of 
ordering any needed shutdown of its 
works during the harvest season, so 
that the men may seek employment 
with farmers, will be attended with 
success. Mechanics paid at these 
extravagant rates during most of the 
year will not spend their enforced 
vacations in farm labor. 

It is natural that a company 80 
blessed as to have $10,000,000. of 
annual profits over and above .the 
modest demands of the shareholders 
should be optimistic. Therefore the 
plan is based on the theory of con- 
tinuous sunshine. In hard times and 
lean years. the $10,000,000 available 
for this bounty would shrink ap- 
pallingly: ‘The imposinz of such con- 
ditions upon itself by this company 
is; moreover, a most powerful in- 
centive to competition. A pledge to 
give away millions in profit-sharing 
is a heavy handicap to carry in the 
industrial race: The cars made by 
the company are sold at a low price, 
but. the criticism will be ‘inevitable 
that instead of an extravagant distri- 
bution of earnings the just and wise 
course would have been either to 
improve quality or ‘reduce price. 
Some of the trusts have adonted that 
policy. The . Interstate Commerce 
Commission told the railroads it 
could not consert to their increasing 
rates merely to provide high wages 
for employés. 

But aside from its economic aspects 
this announcement by the Ford Com- 
pany is an evidence.of the wonder- 
ful development dnd success of the 
automobile industry in this country. 
The annual automobile exhibitions 
in this city, one of, which is now 
going on, have served as repeated 
proofs of not only the astonishing 
prosperity and volume of the auto- 
mobile business, but of the business 
genius and progressive spirit of those 
engaged in it. The advance in the 
mechanical quality, strength, en- 
durance, and trustworthiness of the 
American automobile has been very 
great in the past half-dozen years, 
and side by side with that develop- 
ment we have seen a progressive re- 
duction in selling price. Possibly 
an industry that has reached an 
enormous business expansion in so 
short a time may be exceptional to 
a. degree which will permit the 
working out of the Ford Company’s 
profit-sharing plan withou# atcidents 
or setbacks. If so, it will be some- 
thing new in manufacturing experi- 
ence. We think the weight of opin- 
ion will decidedly incline to the side 
of doubt or to prophecies of certain 
failure for an experiment so mani- 
festly based upon: a vision of uni- 
versal human uplift through a single 
venture in the field of. beneficence. 








THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
.Circular. No. -13, just. issued by 
Major Gen. Woop, * Chief of Staff, 
by order of the Secretary of War, 
demands prompt attention. It ap- 
plies to the requirements of reorgani- 
zation of the National Guard under 
the Dick law. Five years have 
elapsed since the amendments to that 
act of Congfess were passed requiring 
that the armament, discipline, and 
organization of the militia shall be 
the same as that prescribed for the 
regular army of the United States. 
It .is not a mere matter of opinion 
that the State soldiers have gained 
greatly in discipline and efficiency 
under the present control of the War 
Department. But the object of the 
extension of .Federal control to the 
militia was to develop a reserve force 
which right be serviceable to. thé 
country in time. of trouble. The pro- 


“vision of the.old act of ‘1792, which 


permitted the organization of the 
militia in any manner approved by 
the State Legislatures, that such sol- 
diers could be called into the service 
of the country for a period not ex- 
ceeding nine months was abolished. 
The. National Guard may now be 
called into the nation’s service by the 
President for any length of time, pro- 
vided no member. is compelled to 
serve beyond the period of his en- 
listment. 

After five years, however, the States 
generally have not complied with the 
requirements; of the Federal law in 
the matter of organizing the, militia. 
The law provides for \divisions to be 
commanded by Major Generals and 
brigades commanded’ by Brigadier 
Generals: The War Department in- 
timates that if the Dick law is not 
complied with the Federal financial 
support of the militia will be with- 
drawn. It is not clear what the pro- 
ceeding would be in that case. We 
fancy that there is no present dis- 
Position to repeal the Dick law. But

IDLE RUMORS. 

The fresh report that Gen. HUERTA 
intends to resign the Presidency of 
Mexico and appoint a substitute to 
administer the affairs of the nation, 
while he takes the field as Com- 
mander in Chief of the army, to sup- 
press the revolution, belongs in the 
category with the widely published 
statemerit. that President WiLson has 
specified March 1 as the day on which 
Huerta’s rule in Mexico will end. A 
successor to: HupRtTa, however ap- 
pointed, under existing conditions, 
would have. supreme authority, and 
Hverta’s whole course since’ last 
March ‘indicates his belief that he 
cannot safely trust the use of power 
to any one else. A new President 
might relieve him of his military com- 
mand within twenty-four hours. That 
would be the beginning of still an- 
other Mexican” revolution,: and there 
are already so many in progress that 
statisticians have lost count. 

As a matter of fact, there is noth- 
ing new in the Mexican situation ex- 
cept the practical repulse of the rebels 
at Ojinaga, and that does not signify 
much, for the fall of that border town 
would not put VILLA and his men any 
nearer to the capital. 








THE ALDERMEN. 

In opening the first session of the 
Board of Aldermen President Mc- 
ANENY declared that he was not of 
those who think that the board should 
be abolished, but, on the contrary, 
was confident that -it' could be made 
& useful branch of the City Govern- 
ment. But he pointed out with cour- 
tesy and with candor that the continu- 
ance of the board would largely be 
affected by the way in which the 
present members did the work as- 
signed to them under the Charter. At 
the same time he acknowledged. cor- 
dially those acts of the preceding 
board that had shown a right spirit. 

He called explicit attention to four. 
matters which hé regarded as urgent, 
the revision of the Building Code, the 
revision of the Sanitary Code,-the reg- 
hulation of the use of the streets, and 
the codification of existing ordinances, 
together with the embodiment there- 
with of new and improved measures. 
All of these are essential and im- 
perative. It is well for the board and 
for the public that they can be un- 
dertaken under the general guidance 
of a presiding officer so intimately 
acquainted with the business of the 
city and so well fitted to counsel in 
its administration and development. 
All the matters mentioned relate not 
only to the present needs of the city, 
but to its future. If the present 
board shows willingness and ability to 
join the Mayor and the Board of Esti- 
mate in working for the future on 
the lines. indicated by President Mc- 
ANENY, very much can be accom- 
plished during its term and much 
more can be put in the way of ac- 
complishment.

Circumstances. steamer Oklahoma 
to the bottom are extremely rare in sea 
annals, and, until within years compara- 
tively recent, they never occurred. The 
only theory offered to explain the loss 
of this vessel is that stem and stern were 
simultaneously raised high, each .on a 
big wave, leaving the middle so nearly 
unsupported that it broke under the 
strain. 

Whether or fiot the after half of the 
ship separated from the forward part is 
uncertain, with the chances all against 
it. However that may be, the stern, 
weighted by the engines, which in tank 
steamers are located there, soon went 
under water, while the bow rose high 
above it. Such a mishap could happen, 
of course, only to a vessel long enough 
to span the distance between two waves, 
and then only if she were either built 
or loaded without due regard to this 
uncommon, but not unknown, emergency. 

That the stern did not drop off com- 
pletely and at onée, when the break 
occurred, as was at first reported, is 
made sure by the fact that the men 
at that end of the ship were able to 
launch two boats and get away from 
the wreck in them. : In such a sea, how- 
ever, they would not have done this 
except under despefate compulsion, and 
their departure is therefore evidence both 
of the speed with which the stern went 
down'‘and of the instant opening between 
them and their more fortunate’ com- 
panions in the bow of an abyss that 
could not be crossed. 

The notable and significant peculiarity 
of the. disaster is that it took place in 
the open sea, and not from a collision 
with anything on or beneath the sur- 
face. A modern ship, even though not 
as large as the Oklahoma, is supposed 
to be safe in such conditions, no matter 
how sévere the storm—so long, at least, 
a8 no very great amount of water makes 
its way into the hold. As avery infre- 
quently violated rule, too, storm waves 
of the size required'to produce an acci- 
dent like this are too far apart for even 
the largest ships to, be. on the cfests of 
two of them at once. 

There seems to be no reason—not even 
an excuse—in this case, for criticism of 
the Captain’s survival, though a part of 
his crew was lost. The circumstances 
of his rescue save him from application 
of the sea’s cruel but magnificent law. .

‘It is true that among the professional 
aviators there is an almost general tend- 
ency to minimize the need, and in conse- 
quence the importance, of a dévice for 
giying automatic stability to their ma- 
chines, and to trust, as the birds do, to 
their own skill in meeting any aerial 
emergency. But the tragic record’ of 
aviation only too well proves .them 
wrong—that the aviator does not -and 
never can hold the same relation to 
wings ‘that a bird holds. To change the 
machine from one of three to one of two 
dimensions, like every other means of 
transportation used by human beings, 
will mark an advance in aerial naviga- 
tion easily comparable with the ‘original 
step from earth to air.

that the rightness and wrongnéss of a 
thing—whether it is morally turpitud- 
inous or not—is not a problem in abso- 
lutes, but a question largély of chronol- 
ogy and geography. ~ 

Dueling, as we see it, is a practice both 
absurd and wicked, bringing, if carried 
to a serious termination, no settlement 
of anything except the relative skill or 
luck of the combatants and telling noth- 
ing about the merits of their quarrel. 
This view of the subject, however, even 
with us, is a new one, as time is count- 
ed in the history of ‘‘ folkways.’’ We 
should not be too censorious, therefore, 
of the rather numerous millions of peo- 
ple, claiming not wholly without reason 
to be as civilized as ourselves, who have 
reached the point of making duels ille- 
gal, indeed, and yet go on indulging in 
them just the same. 

They insist, and with a certain plausi- 
bility, that when and where certain con- 
duct no more liked by us than by them 
is sure to provoke a challenge to combat 
nominally mortal, the repressive influ- 
ence is considerable. No more than that 
is said in defense of dueling anywhere, 
nowadays, and though it isn’t much, it 
is something. 

That we are jJustified-in telling the for- 
eigner not to fight duels here, whatever 
his opinions of the custom, is beyond de- 
nial. For us to say that a man who has 
fought a duel at home shall not come 
into our country is hardly more reason- 
able than it. would be to exclude him be- 
cause his coat had an unfamiliar cut or 
his belief in the source and extent of 
royal power was unlike our own. In 
short, it is well to be reasonable, and 
not to be ridiculous, even in being vir- 
tuous. 


RUSH HOUR R EXPRESSES. 


Suggestion That t All F Run South in 
Morning, North at Night. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In connection with the principles of 
the greatest good ‘to the greatest num- 
ber, I suggest that during the morning 
rush hours the north-bound track in the 
Subway, now used for express trains 
from the Brooklyn Bridge to Ninety- 
sixth Street, be used for express trains 
to run south, from Ninety-sixth Street 
to the Brooklyn Bridge. The use of the 
third track on the Broadway line run- 
ning -north from’ Ninety-sixth Street, 
for the additional trains required, would 
allow this plan to be put in immediate 
operation. 

During the evening rush hours the 
south-bound irack, now used for express 
trains running from Ninety-sixth Street 
to the Brooklyn Bridge, could be used 
for express trains to run north from the 
Brooklyn Bridge to Ninety-sixth Street. 
This idea suggests a problem. It may 
be partly solved by having the extra 
express trains reach the Brooklyn 
Bridge from Brooklyn and Battery 
Park. 

The adoption of the above ideas would 
double the carrying capacity of the ex- 
press trains and consequently elimi- 
nate, to a great extent, the existing un- 
healthy, disgusting and uncivilized con- 
ditions attached to traveling in the 
Subway during rush hours. 

If the plan proposed should be adopt- 
ed, passengers now using express trains 
would be inconvenienced to the extent 
of being constrained to take local 
trains and allow ten minutes additional 
time for a trip between the Brooklyn 
Bridge and Ninety-sixth Street, and 
only five minutes between the Brooklyn 
Bridge and the Grand Central station; 
certainly not a severe privation con- 
sidering the conveniencé the extra ex- 
press service — be to about 100,000 
Persons,

the remarkable efficiency. shown by 
them in their management of. trains.

In the two columns devoted to expres- 
sions from the pulpit denouncing the 
tango I have béen unable to glean a 
single sound argument to substantiate 
such denunciation, I canziot ° believe 
that any one of the pastors quoted has 
even seen the tango corréctly dgnced,| }, 
and with due respect to the opinion of 
the clergy, it is not fair to accept crit- 
icisms based upon hearsay or. aes Yi 
evidence. 

There isn’t a vestige of immodesty, im- 
morality, or vulgarity in the tango as 
properly dancéd. The vulgar ‘‘ snake 
dances,” as characterized by Dr. Eaton, 
are no more like the tango than the 
Highland fling is Mke. the waltz. 

The Movement to Standardize Modern 
Dancing, of which I have the honor of 
being director, heartily concurs in the 
opinions of so many fair-minded clergy- 
men that dancing is an art to be per- 
petuated, that all vulgarities and im- 
modest steps and actions be eliminated. 
To this cause we are devoting ourselvés, 
and many of the best-known people in 
American ‘and English society are sup- 
porting }us in our efforts.

In reading the recent letters denouncing the 
modern dances which have lately appeared in 
the papers, I am reminded of the story of the 
old woman who was asked whether she had 
ever seon the Niagara Falls, and she replied 
that she had not, but had héard them very 
well spoken of, This, it seems to me, applies 
to our modern dancing critics. ;}Many of them 
admit that they have not seen our dances, but 
judge them from the reports of others, These 
reports are in turn the result of observing 
modern dances improperly rendered and 
danced. It is, of course, possible to vulgarizé 
anything, even dancing; but the tango, rightly 
danced, is almost universally recognized as a 
refined, rectful,, graceful dancé, free from 
vulgarity or from any criticism that could be 
raised against it on the score of indecency. 

Does not one see on the American stage 
burlesques of the old dances so dear to the 
hearts of our people? And these’ burlésques, 
in many cases, are distinctly gross and 
vulgar. The new dances are more intricate 
and contain more of grace than the old 
dances, although no one fér a moment denies 
the beauty and grace of the older dances, 
But with the new dances, just as with thé 
old, they can be performed in a thoroughly 
vulgar and suggestive manner, or they can 
be danced in a refined, and graceful manner; 
as they are meant, to be.’ The criticisms that 
are being hurled at the new dances may be 
directed just as effectively at the older 
dances, when they are danced in a vulgar 
way.. A caricature is not a true picture of 
anything, but\is, and is ‘meant to be, an 
exaggeration.

Coat of Arms. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

After visiting various places in Eng- 
land identified with Washington’s an- 
cestors and studying the Washington 
arms on ancient seals at Durham, on old 
stained: glass windows and in venerable 

buildings like the Sulgrave Manor 
House, I have come to a different con- 
clusion from. that expressed by Mr. 
‘Wardrop in the article in THE SUNDAY 
Times entitled “English Home of the 
Washingtons Dedicated to Peace,” con- 
cerning the derivation of the United 
States flag from the Washington eoat- 
of-arms. My réasons briefly are these: 

As to the stripes—there were flags of 
thirteen red’ and white.stripes in use in 
England before our George Washington 
was born. As‘early as 1704, and prob- 
ably earlier, the flag of the East India 
Company of England consisted of thir- 
teen red: and white horizontal stripes 
with a St. George’s cross on a white can- 
ton. A’ Frénch work, published in 1737, 
also shows a similar flag with the title 
“Pavilion de Rang, ou de Division 
@’Escadre.”’ 

As to the stars—the stars, so-called, in 
Washington's arms, are red on a white 
field, our ‘stars are white 6n a bine 
field. Now there were several English 
personages who had in their coats-of 
‘arms white stars on a blue field, as, for 
instance, the celebrated William Lord 
Douglas and George Wier of Black- 
wood, (registered 1672). Judging by 
similarities, therefore, we have better 
authority for deriving the elements of 
our flag from sources other than Wash- 
ington’s coat-of-arms. 

Furthermore, the Washington “ stars ” 
and our stars have an entirely different 
significance. The Washington “ stars” 
are heraldic mullets—the rowels of a 
knight’s spurs—and in early examples 
of them which I found in England they 
are pierced with little holes in: the 
centre, representing the rivet holes. Our 
stars are celestical stars, the law of 
Congress of 1777 adoptng the flag de- 
claring that they represent a “new 
constellation.’’ 

I have been compelled by the results 
of my investigations reluctantly to yield 
my early: predilection to accept the fre- 
quently repeated theory of the deriva- 
tion of. our flag from the Washington 
arms. There is really no authority for 
that claim. The best we can safely do 
to connect the two is'to say that the 
existence of stars and horizontal stripes 
of red and white in both is an inter- 
esting coincidence and that ‘the sight of 
one may well make us think of the 
other.

Folk Plan of State Primaries. In- 
dorsed by Democrats. . 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Plans for 
putting into effect the Presidential 
preference primary idea. suggested by 
President Wilson in his recent méssage 
to Congress were discussed here to-day 
by. Democratic leaders at a luncheon 
siven by the Common Counsel Club. 

A plan of State primaries, proposed by 
Joseph W. Folk, solicitor of the State 
Department, was supported by other 
speakers, including Secretaries Redfield 
and Wilson, Senator Owen, Louis D. 
Brandeis, Assistant Secretary Hamlin 
of the Treasury ‘Department, and/John |’ 
Burke, Treasurer of the United States. 

A committee with Mr. Folk as Chair- 
man was named to draft a plan for the 
State primary method of nominating 
Presidents. If the committee's report is 
adopted at the next meeting of the 
club, it will probably be presented to 
the May meeting of the House of Gov- 
ernors, and the committee will urge} 
Congréss to adopt legislation necessary 
for making the plan operative. 





Opposition to Presidential preference } 


primaries, Mr. Folk told the club, had 
been due largely to belief that it would 
“interfere with the rights of the States 
to regulate and conduct their own elec- 
tions.”” For this reason he said he was 
for the State plan. 

“There should be little difficulty,” 
Mr. Folk declared, “in working out 
such a system, and an amendment to 
the Constitution, it seems, would not be 
required to carry this plan into effect. 
Congress might by law authorize Pres- 
idential preference primaries to be held 
under the laws of the different States 
as State primaris are now held.”

Turandot, Princess of China, made 
her first appearance in ‘‘ A Thousand 
and One Tales,’’ a book composed by a. 
Persiafr Dervish monk of the thirteenth 
century. “In the eighteenth century the 
Italian Carlé. Gozzi made a comedy 


of it which Ferrucio Busoni used as 
the basis of- an orchestral suite. Dr. 
Karl Volimoeller derived from the two 
a fantastic comedy produced by Prof. 
Reinhardt something over two years 
ago, and from this an English version 
of the story was made in which Sir 
George Alexander acted in London. 
and which was tried out for a brief 
period in this country last. _ season. 
Finally, Percy Mackaye, taking the 
legend of the beautiful Princess and 
adding the delightful figures of old 
Italian pantomime, produced ‘‘ A Thou- 
sand Years, Ago,’’ first acted here at 
the Shubert Theatre last evening. 

And a most charmrng thing it proves 
to be, full of light and love and laugh- 
ter, and enriched with graceful fancies 
of a rich imagination. 

There are moments, to be sure, when 
what strikes the ear and meets the 
eye seems more of Occident than: Orient, 
but in these plays it is almost always 
And it would be churlish to com-' 
plain overmuch where there is so much 
to praise. For this new romantic en- 
tertainment, in itself an unusual and 
interesting contribution to the stage, is 
beautifully produced and acted. 

Reduced to its elements, the story, 
like most stories of antiquity, is simple 
and familiar. There is the beautiful 
Turandot, once the sweetest of Prin- 
cesses, now so strangely cruel that all 
-her suitors must guess three riddles or 
lose their heads. And she has met and 
loved a beggar. And he, of course, is 
Calaf, Prince of Astrakan, whose fath- 
er’s head now adorns a pikestaff upon 
the palace walls: 

It is this'same Prince who presently 
comes to guess the riddles, does guess 
them, indeed, to Turandot's grief and 
shame, and wills presently to claim her 
for his bride. She demands a chance 
to put another riddle. This Calaf de- 
nies her, but says he himself will put a 
riddle. 

Thus much of the original story Mr. 
Mackaye has used as the fabric upon 
which to embroider his own fancies. And 
he begins with the patterns of Capo- 
comico and his associate vagabond play- 
ers come from Italy to start anew a 
story of romance. 

How this fun-loving fellow encounters 
the Emperor, agrees to cure Turandot 
of her malady, failing which he and his 
comrades are to lose their heads, and 
how he is made Emperor for a day, pro- 
vide the intéresting introductory pas- 
sages. Then comes an exquisitely lovely 
period in which Turandot meets the beg- 
gar at the City Gate, and gives him a 
ring; which, with. a. faded rose and an 
empty purse, are ultimately to furnish 
the answers to her riddles. 

Follows a delightful scene in which 
Capocomico intrudes into the Princess’s 
apartments and.advises her that an- 
other. Suitor.is coming-to try for her 
hand, tells her also that he will provide 
the riddles, and arranges unknown to 
her to reveal the answers’to the candi- 
dates. He is no other than the beggar 
Prince, though Turandot is unconscious 
of the fact. 

The next, episode which has enough 

variet to! seem in effect different 
enoug trom the familiar Casket 
scene, brings victory to the Prince and 
heart-break to Turandot, who still longs 
for her beggar lover. She tries to stab 
herself, but is prevented, and then flees 
in anger from the hall. 

In a subsequent scene, with some 
skillful management of lights 4nd 
shadows, her troubled dream is re- 
vealed The this act is in four scenes 
and might be shortened to advantage. 
Its climax suffered also last night from 
the inability of the chief perfgrmers to 
attain the high impassioned pitch. Here 
Turandot, disguised as Harlequin, and 
armed with a magic potion, came to 
wrest Calaf’s secret from him while he 
sleeps. Being true lovers both are 
blind, of course, wherefore they part 
without knowing how much they mean 
to one another and presently Calaf is 
in danger of losing his life. 
saved for Turandot. 

It is gratifying entertainment of a 
fresh and unfamiliar kind, and with 
Mr. Furst’s music to supplement the ef- 
fect, the whole appeals to both eye and 
ear. 

That there 1s ever anything distine- 
tively Chinese about it or that the coor 
is ever deeper than the surface would 
be too much to. claim. 

More important from the viewpoint 
of the average playgoer is the fact that 
the piece serves to bring back to the 
stage Henry B. Dixey, whose playing 
of Capocomico is really an achievement 
of exceptional merit, Mr. Dixey’s fig- 
ure still retains the lines that made 
his ‘Adonis famous and his sprightly,

ous byplay, and richly. varied facial 
expression provide admirable illumina- 
tion of the text. 

Miss Jollivet is a Icvely and atbac- 
tive Turandot, and she, too, ‘plays 
charmingly, though: inclined to be over- 
shrili in the more dramatic — episodes. 
There is the advantage of speeches 

given with clear, distinct elocutionaty 
Salus, by Frederick Warde. Also, there 
are good figures by Mr. Jerome Patrick, 
Frank McCormack, and Fania Marinoff, 
with the several vagabonds spiritedly 
done by Sheldon Lewis, Albert Howson, 
Joseph.Smith, and Allen Thomas, 

Mr. Huf fmann, following the Rein- 
hardt precedent, has done good work in 
the staging so that the general result 
is highly satisfying.

Most Stocks Rise on Union 
Pacific Distribution—Some 
Contrary Movements. 


The chief news of yesterday, the an- 
nouncement of the Union Pacific's dis- 
tribution of Baltimore & Ohio to its 
common stockholders, together with a 
special cash dividend of 8 per cent., 
accompanied by the announcement, 
that following this. distribution the 


|jregular dividend would be reduced 


from 10 per cent, to 8 per cent, 
served on the whole to stimulate 
stock’ market enthusiasm. Trading ex- 
panded considerably and a good many 
substantial net gains ‘were recorded. 
While this was the dominant it was not 
the uniform influence of this announce- 
ment, As a matter of fact the Union 
Pacific news had contrariwise effect 
upon different parts of the list. Union 
Pacific common in broad buying move- 
mént gairied’ over two points, but the 
road’s. preferred stock on the sale of 


'|}a few hundred shares lost almost as 


much ground ‘as. was made by the com- 
mon.. While . these conflicting price 
changes were occurring in Union Pa- 
cific, Baltimore & Ohio common was 
losing three points, a decline which was 
accompanied by a recession of over two 
points in that road’s preferred stock. 

Very definite reasons: appeared for 
these conflicting movements. The dis- 
tribution announced by the Union Pa- 
cific Directors is planned to be made 
ts the common ‘stockholders alone and 
that accounted for the weakness in the 
preferred: The fact that through’ this 
distribution. the.available supply of Bal- 
timore & Ohio stocks will be largely in- 
creased' was the most apparent and 
probably the most potent factor for the 
decline in those sharés. Discussion re- 
garding the Baltimore & Ohio dividend 
which in some quarters was offered as 
the explanation of the weakness in fhat 
stock seemed as a matter of fact to 
have been suggested principally by the 
decline itself.. The possible right of the 
holders of Union Pacific preferred, to. 
share in such a distribution naturally 
came up for discussion yesterday. it 
is understood that the legal question in- 
volved was carefully canvassed by the 
Union Pacific and that the conclusion 
was reached that the preferred stock- 
holdérs could not successfully set up 
any claim’ to a share in this distribution. 
It was also understood in the financial 
district that the Attorney General of 
the United. &tates was informed re- 
garding the Union Pacific distribution 
plan, and that he raised no objection 
to it: 


By. distributing its holdings of Balti- |, 


more &. Ohio among the road's stock- 
holéers the Union Pacific management 
leaves to each individual stockholder 
the decision to sell or to retain these 
Baltimore & Ohio holdings. The feel- 
ing prevailed among the. Directors that 
it was in nowise necessary’ for the 
Union Pacific to retain the very large 
interest in an Eastern trunk line. It 
was felt, further, that it was:in keeping 
with the present drift of public senti- 
ment that railroads should not hold 
stock in other roads which are in no- 
wise important to its efficient or profit- 
able aperation. Report had it that at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Union Pa- 
cific Directors there was considerable 
discussion of the wisdom.of distributing 
only a small part of this Baltimore & 
Ohio and of making the. balarice of the 
large distribution in-cash. ‘The prevail- 
ing opinion after the results of the 
meeting were made known seemed to 
be that the Union Pacific had followed 
@ wise course in maintaining its extra- 
ordinarily strong cash position while 
disposing of an extraneous investment 
in the shape of stock in an outside rail- 
road line. ' 

Money’ market developments included 
further easing in call money and the 
start of a return movement of gold from 
Canada.
